I  know  that  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
is  true.  I  know  that  we  are  criticized  for 
making  such  statements.  I  realize  that 
there  are  millions  of  our  Father's  children 
who  feel  that  we  are  presumptuous  when 
making  such  claims,  but  the  experience 
which  I  have  had  in  my  life  has  taught 
me  beyond  any  question  of  a  doubt,  that 
the  men  who  stand  as  our  leaders  are  in- 
spired of  our  Heavenly  Father.

th  in  the  hand  of  the  Lord,  and  his  help 
man,  has  a  sweet  wife  and  family  and 
is  now  doing  missionary  work  in  Durban 

I  remember  the  day  when  I  was  a  skep- 
tic. As  a  boy,  that  was  my  inclination. 
We  were  living  in  Colorado.  We  had  re- 
turned to  Salt  Lake  City  from  there,  and 
I  had  gone  into  the  public  schools  here. 
I  began  to  make  friends  among  the  non- 
"Mormons"  of  the  schools;  in  fact,  I  had 
a  fine  circle  of  friends  while  in  high 
school,  who  were  not  members  of  our 
Church.     I  became  attached  to  them,  and 
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with  them  I  went  to  their  church.  I  be- 
came a  regular  attendant  at  St.  Paul's 
Episcopal  church  and  enjoyed  going  there 
to  the  meetings.  Upon  one  occasion  my 
father  called  me  to  him  and  said:  "Son, 
where  is  it  you  go  every  Sunday  V 

And  I  said:  "I  am  going  down  to  St. 
Paul's,  to  the  Episcopal  church,  father." 

"Well,  are  you  learning  anything 
good?" 

I  said,  "I  haven't  learned  anything 
bad . ' ' 

"Well,  that  is  good  ;  I  am  glad  to  hear 
that.  I  am  glad  you  are  of  an  inquisitive 
nature,  and  I  hope  that  whenever  you 
hear  anything  taught  there  that  impresses 
you,  you  will  look  it  up  in  the  scriptures 
and  see  if  it  is  scriptural  or  not,  and  if  it 
is  scriptural,  accept  it ;  but  if  not  scrip- 
tural, then  do  not  accept  it." 

That  was  fair  enough.  Father  did  not 
scold  me  because  I  was  going  to  an  out- 
side church  ;  he  wanted  me  to  get  all  the 
good  they  had,  and  I  admire  him  for  that 
position. 

When,  later  on  in  my  school-life  I  re- 
ceived a  call  to  go  into  the  mission  field 
and  preach  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  T 
did  not  have  a  testimony  of  the  Gospel. 
I  felt  that  it  was  true.  I  knew  that  my 
parents  would  not  lie  to  me ;  I  knew  that 
they  had  taught  me  to  pray  always  to  my 
Heavenly  Father  ;  that  every  night  and 
every  morning  we  met  in  family  circle 
and  appealed  to  His  throne  for  His  pro- 
tecting care ;  but  there  was  that  some- 
thing in  "my  nature  that  made  me  ques- 
tion. And  when  this  call  came  to  go  to 
Holland  on  a  mission,  I  rather  liked  the 
idea,  because  it  was  going  to  give  me  an 
opportunity  to  travel  and  see  the  world. 
I  talked  to  the  boys  of  our  crowd.  I  said, 
"Crossing  the  ocean,  going  over  to  Hol- 
land, spending  a  year  or  two  there,  travel- 
ling around  Europe  and  seeing  the  world 
— -St  is  wonderful !" 

h'ome  of  these  fellows  said,  "Gee,  'I 
wish  I  was  a  'Mormon!'  I  would  like  to 
take  a  trip  like  that."  And  they  envied 
me  my  mission. 

After  I  had  finished  school  and  the  time 
come  to  leave  home,  one  other  young  man 
and  I  left  Salt  Lake  City,  and  our  parents 
went  as  far  as  Ogden  with  us.     We  were 


broken-hearted  at  the  thought  of  parting,, 
and  when  the  train  steamed  out  of  the 
Ogden  depot  and  got  so  far  that  we  could 
not  see  them  any  more,  we  turned  and 
walked  into  th'>  coach  and  eat  down,  both 
of  us  with  ov  r  heads  hung,  heartbroken. 
A  gentleman  cacie  in  and  looked  down  at 
us,  aid  said,  "Boys,  where  are  you  go- 
ing." 

"Why,"  w-3  said,  "on  missions." 
I  thought  so.  Let  me  tell  you  some- 
thing. I  am  not  a  member  of  your 
Church.  I  am  a  business  man  in  Ogden, 
and  I  hire  only  returned  'Mormon'  mis- 
sionaries .  Whenever  I  see  ons  of  those 
returned  missionaries  smoking  a  cigarette, 
I  discharge  him  at  once,  for  a  'Mormon' 
who  has  been  in  the  mission  field  and  will 
smoke  a  cigarette  and  be  untrue  to  his 
God,  would  be  untrue  to  me,  and  I  could 
not  have  him  in  my  employ.  Remember 
that  when  you  return  home." 

How  I  wish  every  Latter-day  Saint  boy 
knew  that  the  way  non-" Mormons"  feel 
about  us  that  they  cannot  trust  a  "Mor- 
mon" who  would  smoke  a  cigarette.  I 
hope  that  one  day  all  "Mormon"  boys 
will  appreciate  and  realize  their  true  posi- 
tion. 

We  journeyed  to  the  coast  and  took 
ship  at  Boston  to  sail  for  Liverpool.  When 
we  got  to  Boston  young  Nuttall  and  I 
sort  of  held  ourselves  away  from,  other 
boys  we  met  there,  a  party  of  some  fifteen 
who  were  going  over  to  do  missionary 
work.  The  first  day  out,  at  about  noon, 
they  came  around  and  wanted  us  to  go 
down-stairs  and  pray.  We  said:  "What 
do  you  want  to  bother  about  praying  for  ? 
If  you  want  to  pray,  go  and  do  so." 

"But  we  want  you  to  come  with  vis." 

"No,  we  do  not  care  about  it.  You  can 
go  and  pray  if  you  want  to." 

And  so,  they  did  have  their  prayers, 
but  they  felt  that  we  were  rather  strange 
missionaries. 

We  landed  in  Liverpool.  They  said  to 
me:  "Elder  Smith,  you  will,  go  down  to, 
Grimsby  where  you  will  get  a  boat  to 
Holland."  Four  other  Elders  were  to  go 
down  to  Grimsby  and  get  a  boat  that 
would  take  them  to  Germany.  We  five  went 
together.  When  we  got  to  Grimsby  the 
boat  for  Holland  had  left  the  day  before.

The  other  boys  picked  up  their  luggage 
and  started  for  the  boat  that  was  waiting 
to  sail  around  to  Hamburg.  I  picked  up 
my  luggage  and  began  to  follow  them. 
They  turned  and  said:  "Where  are  you 
going." 

I  said,  "I  am  going  with  you." 

'You  cannot  do  that,  you  have  to  go  to 
Holland." 

I  said,  '"Yes,  I  know,  but  my  father 
once  told  me  that  when  he  was  here  in 
England  on  a  mission  a  whole  crowd  of 
these  folk  were  going  to  beat  him  up  and 
mob  him,  and  if  you  think  you  are  going 
to  leave  me  alone  in  an  English  city  you 
are  mistaken.  I  am  going  to  hang  on  to 
you. " 

So,  we  got  on  to  the  boat,  and  after  I 
had  paid  my  passage  I  had  a  shilling  left 
and  I  traded  that  to  the  purser  for  a 
mark.  A  couple  of  days  later  we  sailed 
into  the  port  of  Hamburg.  After  we  got 
on  the  outside,  the  other  boys  said : 
"What  are  we  going  to  do  with  you?  You 
have  to  go  to  Holland,  and  we  will  have 
to  go  to  Berlin." 

I  said  :  "I  don't  know,  unless  you  have 
enough  money  to  send  me  to  Holland." 

They  said:    "What  will  it  cost?" 

"I  don't  know  that.  We'll  have  to 
find  the  station  and  then  see  if  we  can 
find  out  something." 

So,  we  were  struggling  along  down  the 
•street  with  out  luggage,  and  a  man  walked 
up  to  us  and  said  :  "You  boys  look  like 
Americans." 

We  said,  "We  are  Americans,"  tickled 
to  death  to  hear  English  spoken. 

"Well,"  he  said  "that  is  fine.  Where 
do  you  come  from?" 

"We  come  from  Salt  Lake  City." 

"Salt  Lake  City?  Missionaries!  I  was 
not  expecting  missionaries  to-day.  My 
name  is  Will  Owen.  I  am  in  charge  of 
the  branch  here  in  Hamburg." 

So  we  were  happy.  He  took  us  around 
and  showed  us  the  sights  of  the  city,  and 
that  evening  brought  me  back  to  the  sta- 
tion and  put  me  on  a  train  and  said : 
"You  will  have  to  change  cars  at  Han- 
over. I  will  wire  ahead  to  one  of  the  mis- 
sionaries there,  Brother  Charlie  Morris, 
and  have  him  meet  you." 


When  I  arrived  at  Hanover,  sure 
enough  Elder  Morris  was  there.  He  took 
me  to  the  home  of  one  of  those  good  Ger- 
man saints.  They  had  cooked  a  meal  in 
the  middle  of  the  night — I  arrived  there 
about  twelve  o'clock.  This  good  sister 
had  a  meal  all  ready  for  this  travelling 
missionary  whom  she  did  not  know  from 
Adam.  Then  Brother  Morris  took  me 
back  and  put  me  on  the  train.  He  said 
to  me,  "Elder  Smith,  at  a  certain  station 
you  must  change  cars.  You  will  get  there 
about  two-thirty,  so  don't  go  to  sleep." 
He  said  good-bye,  and  the  train  pulled 
out.  I  looked  around  in  the  compart- 
ment, and  there  were  about  seven  other 
people  there,  all  talking  German.  I 
could  not  understand  a  word  of  it  and 
was  worried  for  fear  they  might  throw 
me  out  of  the  window,  or  something. 
Those  compartments  hold  about  eight 
people,  you  enter  them  from  the  side  of 
the  train.  I  was  Worried.  Finally,  I 
bowed  my  head  and  said,  "Heavenly 
Father,  I  am  lost.  I  came  on  a  mission  to 
preach  the  Gospel,  and  I  am  lost,  and  I 
want  you  to  help  me." 

Then  I  fell  fast  asleep.  All  of  a  sudden 
I  woke  up  with  a  -start— the  train  was 
standing  still.  I  picked  up  my  luggage 
and  got  down  off  the  train.  It  tooted  and 
(  pulled  out.  I  looked  around  for  a  sta- 
tion, but  there  wasn't  one  there — there 
wasn't  a  light  of  any  sort.  I  knelt  down 
to:  see  if  I  could  see  silhouetted  against 
the  sky  a  building  of  some  sort  where  I 
might  go  for  shelter,  but  I  could  not  see 
a  house  of  any  kind.  Then  I  thought  I 
would  lie  down  and  rest  until  daylight 
came,  and  surely  I  would  be  able  to  find 
something.  But,  I  thought  that  of  all 
the  foolish  things  I  ever  did  in  my  life 
the  worst  was  to  get  out  of  that  train 
where  there  were  no  human  beings,  right 
out  into  the  midst  of  I  did  not  know  what. 

As  I  was  just  going  to  lie  down,  I 
heard  another  train  whistle.  It  pulled 
up  the  same  track  where  the  other  train 
had  been,  the  conductor  got  off,  opened 
some  of  the  doors  and  began  shouting.  I 
got  up  and  said,  "Rotterdam?"  He  said, 
"Ya,"  and  shoved  me  up  into  the  train, 
and    at    ten    next    morning,    I    arrived   in 
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Rotterdam,  where  my  brother,  Winslow, 
had  been  telephoning  all  over  Europe 
trying  to  find  trace  of  me.  I  thought, 
"Well,  wasn't  that  luck?"  Luck  to  meet 
a  man  in  Hamburg,  a  city  of  a  million 
souls — the  one  man  in  all  the  world  that 
we  would  rather  meet,  one  out  of  a  mil- 
lion? What  luck  we  played  to!  And  then 
to  think  that  I  woke  up  out  of  a  sleep, 
got  off  a  moving  train  at  the  right  place, 
and  got  back  on  the  right  train  ;  surely 
luck  was  on  my  side  !  I  had  had  a  lucky 
trip  all  the  way  over. 

The  mission  president,  Sylvester  Q. 
Cannon,  called  me  in,  and  said:  "Bro- 
ther Smith,  I  am  sending  you  to  the  hard- 
est branch  in  this  mission."  I  didn't 
thank  him  for  that.  However,  I  went 
up  right  into  the  north  end  of  Holland, 
to  the  city  of  Groningen,  to  begin  my  mis- 
sionary labours,  after  having  visited  a 
week  with  my  brother  and  he  had  gone 
back  to  Germany  to  his  field  of  labour. 

When  I  arrived  in  Groningen,  the  con- 
ference president  said:  "We  are  going 
out  to  visit  some  investigators,  just  leave 
your  suit-case  right  here,  and  we  will  go 
on." 

The  lodge  was  a  little  place  up  over  a 
narrow  hall  that  would  seat  about  sixty 
people.  We  went  on  out  to  the  investiga- 
tors, and  my  companion  began  to  talk.  ' 
He  talked  until  after  nine  o'clock,  and  I 
said,  "it  is  about  time  to  go  home,  isn't 
it?" 

"No,"  he  said,  "we  are  out  with  in- 
vestigators now,  I  am  preaching  the 
Gospel.  You  be  very  quiet  and  listen  and 
you  will   learn  something." 

"Learn  something?"  I  can't  tell  a 
thing  you  are  talking  about.  I  don't 
know  what  I  will  learn." 

And  all  that  week  he  lectured  me  and 
every  few  minutes  I  was  telling  him  I 
was  going  home.  Sunday  tnorning  came 
and  time  for  Sunday  school.  He  said, 
"Come  on  now,  Elder  Smith,  and  we  will 
go  down  to  Sunday  school." 

I  said,  "No.  thanks,  I  am  not  going  to 
Sunday  school." 

"Yes,  come  on,  you  must  go;  you  can- 
not act  this  way." 

"Well  I  can't  go,  1  will  stay  up  here; 
von  go." 


He  went,  down  stairs,  and  soon  1  heard 
them  singing — I  didn't  know  the  words, 
but  I  did  know  the  tune — "In  our  lovely 
Deseret,  where  the  Saints  of  God  have 
met."  My  goodness!  It  cut  me  to  the 
very  soul,  and  1  dropped  on  to  my  knees, 
and  all  the  while  Sunday  school  was  go- 
ing on  down  below,  I  was  pleading  with 
our  Heavenly  Father  to  help  me  to  be  a 
man.  How  I  prayed  !  When  he  came  run- 
ning up  stairs,  after  the  school  was  over, 
and  found  me  there  on  my  knees,  with 
tear-stained  cheeks,  he  said,  "Well,  you 
look  better."  "Well,"  I  said,  "I  think 
T  feel  better." 

And  then  we  began  to  have  experi- 
ences. The  saints  sent  for  us  to  come  and 
administer  to  them  when  they  were  sick. 
While  it  was  in  my  heart  to  say,  "Oh, 
they  will  be  all  right  anyway."  Upon 
one  occasion  a  sister  sent  for  me  and 
wanted  me  to  come  to  her  home  and  ad- 
minister to  her  boy,   a  four-year-old  lad- 


to  the  home  he  was 
as  I  looked  at  that 
'Sister,  have  you  sent 


die.        When   I   got 
black   all   over,    and 
babe,  I  said  to  her,  ' 
for  the  doctor  ? ' ' 

She  said,  "No,  I  don't  want  the  doctor  ; 
I  only  want  you.  I  just  wanted  servants 
of  the  Lord  to  administer  to  him,  and  I 
knew  he  would  be  all  right." 

"But,"  I  said,  "Sister,  he  is  going 
black  all  over  now,  he  is  choking  to  death, 
and  you  know  what  the  law  will  do  when 
he   dies." 

"But,  he  isn't  going  to  die.  You  are 
going  to  administer  to  him,  aren't  you?" 

"Well,  of  course  I  am  going  to  adminis- 
ter to  him." 

So  I  took  the  bottle  of  oil  and  anointed 
him  and  sealed  the  anointing,  and  within 
five  minutes  something  in  his  little  throat 
burst  and  pus  and  blood  came  away,  and 
in  fifteen  minutes  time  he  was  out  on  the 
floor  playing.  And  I  began  to  wonder 
whether  it  would  have  happened  if  we  had 
waited  a  little  while  longer,  or  whether 
he  would  have  died.  Those  things  began 
to  pour  in  upon  me,  until  I  felt  that  I 
could  not  doubt.  The  fact  that  my  mother 
had  taught  me  that  God  heard  and  an- 
swered prayers  would  not  leave  me  :  now 
when  I  was  seeing  these  things  alone  out

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EDITORIAL. 

"ALL    WAYS    DO    LIE    OPEN" 


The  depression  has  made  people  think 
less  of  money  and  more  of  its  value  to 
them.  Like  Carlyle,  they  have  found  that, 
"Money  is  of  very  uncertain  value,  and 
sometimes  has  uo'  value  at  all  and  even 
less."  On  the  other  hand  they  have 
thought,  with  Franklin,  "  If  you  would 
know  the  value  of  money,  go  and  try  to 
borrow  some."  There  has  been  little 
money  to  borrow  and  when  men  have  been 
willing  to  work,  they  could  not  find 
money,  for  which  to  work.  Still,  there 
have  been  millions  of  people,  who  have 
been  charitable  and  free,  with  the  little 
money  they  have  had  and  got  great  value 
value  out  of  it,  and  said,  in  substance, 
with  Wolcot,  "I  think  this  piece  will  help 
to  boil  the  pot". 

In  Merry  Wives  of  Windsor  there  is 
this  expression:  "For  they  say,  if  money 
go  before,  all  ways  do  lie  open."  This  is 
very  true  with  the  members  of  the  Mor- 
mon Church  who  have  paid  their  tithing. 
It  appears,  for  certain,  that,  "all  ways  do 
lie  open,"  to  them.  They  have  given  of 
that  which  they  have  and  killed  from 
their  hearts  the  noxious  vermin  of  selfish- 
ness. 

Any  man  or  woman  or  child  can  pay 
tithing  if  they  please.  All  should  pay  a 
little,  just  to  get  the  feeling  that  goes 
with  it.  The  after  effects  will  be  far  more 
lasting  than  the  price  of  a  show  or  bio- 
scope or  the  cost  of  being  kind  and  com- 
plaisant to  one's  self. 

Church  members  are  specially  warned 
of  this  duty,  because,  in  trying  times  like 
the  present,  they  need  more  of  the  bles- 
sings of  the  Lord.  It  is  almost  useless  to 
quote  the  promises  the  Lord  has  made,  to 
those  who  pay  their  tithes.  Likewise  also, 
to  those  who  do  not,  because  they  know 
what  is  promised.  But,  it  is  they  who 
are  urged,  to  do  this  small  service,  which 
seems  hard  at  first,  like  anything  else,  but 
becomes  easier,  to  do,  as  one's  power  to 
do,  increases. 

The  work  of  the  Church  is  to  be  main- 
tained and  the  only  channel,  is  through 
the  tithes  of  the  members. 


Tithing  may  be  paid  to  the  Elders  or 
Branch  or  District  Presidents  or  sent 
directly  to  the  Mission  Office,  Cumorah, 
Main  Rd.,  Mowbray,  C.P.  An  official 
receipt  will  be  given  and  the  doner's  name 
written,  in  the  books  of  the  Church,  as  an 
eternal  record  to  come  forth,  ait  the  last 
day,  when  all  men  will  be  "judged  out  of 
those  things  which  were  written  in  the 
books,  according  to  their  works".  Rev. 
20:    12. 

District  Presidents  should  .endeavor  to 
get  fully  100%  of  their  District  member- 
ship on  the  tithing  records.  All  officers 
and  teachers  should  see  that  their  names 
a.re  enrolled.  Also,  there  are  many  non- 
members,  who  are  anxious  to  pay  tithing 
and  they  may  do  so  and  receive  the  bles- 
sings predicated,  upon  obedience  to  this 
Divine  law. 

It  is  suggested  that  tithe  payers  assist 
others  to  pay  their  first  tithing,  just  to 
get  them  started  to  enjoy  a  real  fine  feel- 
ing. 

"It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  re- 
ceive." Acts  20:  35.  iTFreely  ye  have 
received,  freely  give."  Matt.  10:  8.  "But 
this  I  say,  He  which  soweth  sparingly 
shall  reap1  sparingly  ;  and  he  which  soweth 
bountifully  shall  reap  also  bountifully. 
Every  man  according"  as  he  purposeth  in 
his  heart,  so  let  him  give  ;  not  grudgingly, 
or  of  necessity:  for  GOD  LOVETH  A

Prophecies  Fulfilled. 


Due  to  great  persecution  in  the  East, 
Brigham  Young  led  the  Mormons  from 
the  United  States  into  Mexican  territory 
and  on  the  24th  day  of  July,  1847  he, 
with  the  first  band  of  Mormon  Pioneers 
entered  Salt  Lake  Valley,  "in  the  top  of 
the  mountains." 

From  the  bounds  of  civilization  and  for 
1,200  miles  westward  which  they  traveled, 
with  ox  wagons,  hand  carts  and  other 
-similar  means,  they  went  through  a  coun- 
trv  infested,  with  barbarous  American 
Indians,  wild  animals  and  the  obstacles  of 
large  desert  plains  and  last  but  not  least 
the  Rocky  Mountains.  As  out  casts  thou- 
sands of  Mormons  followed  the  original 
pioneers.  Since  that  time  Utah  has  be- 
come known  as  one  of  the  choice  states  of 
America.  The  Mormons  who  claim  it  have 
continued  to  suffer  much  persecution. 
Where  they  are  known  best  they  are  most 
admired,  and  that  is  in  America.  Their 
loyal  citizenship  is  second  to  none  in 
America,  even  though  they  were  denied 
the  protection  of  their  flag  on  many 
occasions.  They  are  good  citizens  in 
any  country  in  which  they  are  found. 

The  leadership  of  Brigham  Young  is 
cited  by  statesmen  as  a  great  example. 
The  trek  of  the  Mormons  by  thousands  for 
their  faith  in  God,  is  the  greatest  trek  of 
modern  times  by  such  a  large  group  of 
people,  under  such  unfavorable  condi- 
tions. Next  to  the  exodus  of  the  first 
children  of  Israel  comes  this  mighty 
exodus  of  their  descendants.  The  gather- 
ing of  Mormons  to  Utah  from  all  nations 
is  exciting  wonderment. 

The  24th  of  July  is  held  by  thousands 
over  the  world  as  a  holiday  in  memory  of 
the  great  achievement  of  the  modern 
Children  of  Israel. 

On  coming  out  of  Emigration  canyon 
July  24,  1847,  Brigham  Young  rose  from 
his  bed,  in  Wilford  Woodruff's  carriage, 
(as  he  was  sick  with  mountain  fever)  and 
gazed  long  and  lingering  on  the  large  val- 


ley before  him.  He  had  seen  the  place 
before  in  vision  and  when  he  beheld  thai 
his  vision  had  been  realized,  he  said,  "It 
is  enough,  Tins  is  the  place,  drive  on." 

After  settlement  was  made,  Brigham 
Young  and  some  of  his  brethren  ascended 
a  high  peak  towering  over  the  future  Salt 
Lake  City,  and  there  they  erected  a  stan- 
dard and  placed  on  it  the  American  flag 
as  an  emblem  of  all  nations,  and  called 
it  Ensign  peak,  because  it  was  a  suitable 
place  to  raise,  ''an  Ensign  to  the  nations." 
The  land  they  called  Zion,  which  it  is. 

On  the  28th  of  July,  President  Young 
went  to  a  spot  in  the  desert  land  and 
striking  his  cane  in  the  earth,  said,  "Here 
we  will  build  a  temple  unto  our  God." 
That  temple  of  God,  to  be,  was  erected, 
"in  the  top  of  the  mountains,"  by  the 
Mormon  pioneers,  under  great  hardship 
and  privation  and  it  took  them  40  years 
to  build  it.  Thousands  of  people  have 
gone  to  U^tah  and  the  temple  of  God,  "in 
the  top  of  the  mountains,"  from  all  na- 
tions, in  these,  the  last  days. 

Little  did  the  persecutors  of  the  Mor- 
mons think  they  were  helping  to  fulfill 
ancient  prophecies.  Little  did  they  be- 
lieve that  people  of  all  nations  would  be 
gathered  as  ''the  Mormons."  Little  do 
they  realize  the  gospel  of  the  Master  and 
the  true  plan  of  salvation  has  been  re- 
stored to  man,  but  it  has  all  been  done,  in 
purusance  of  the  will  of  the  Lord. 

The  24th  day  of  July  is  honored  as  an 
anniversary  which  means  to  the  Mormons 
the  deliverance  of  the  people  of  the  Lord 
to  a  refuge  preserved  for  them,  for  the 
purposes  of  God. 

And  reader,  note  the  following  prophe- 
cies, from  olden  scriptures,  and  you  will 
see  their  fulfilment  as  indicated  above. 

"All  ye  inhabitants  of  the  world,  and 
dwellers  on  the  earth,  see  ye,  when  he 
lifteth  up  an  Ensign  on  the  mountains  : 
(Isaiah  18:    3). 

"And  he  will  lift  up  an  Ensign  to  the 
nations  from  far,  and  will  hiss  unto  them 
from  the  end  of  the  earth:  and,  behold, 
they  shall  come  with  speed  swiftly." 
(Isaiah  5:    26). 

"And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  the  last 
davs,    that    the    mountain    of    the    Lord's 
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house  shall  be  established  in  the  top  of 
the  mountains,**  and  all  nations  shall  flow 
unto  it.  And  many  people  shall  go  and 
say,  Come  ye,  and  let  us  go  to  the  moun- 
tain of  the  Lord,  to  the  house  of  the  God 
of  Jacob  ;  and  he  will  teach  us  of  his 
ways,  and  we  will  walk  in  his  paths  :  for 
out  of  Zion  shall  go  forth  the  law,  and 
the  word  of  the  Lord  from  Jerusalem." 
(Isaiah  2:   2-3). 

"And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day 
that  the  Lord  shall  set  his  hand  the  second 
time  to  recover  the  remnant  of  his  people.* 
And  he  shall  set  up  an  Ensign  for  the 
nations,  and  shall  assemble  the  out  casts 
of  Israel,  (the  Mormons)  and  gather  to- 
gether the  dispersed  of  Judah  from  the 
four  corners  of  the  earth."  (Isaiah  11: 
11-12).— D.

Giant  beasts  walked  in 
the  San  Juan  River  country,  leaving  foot- 
prints of  stone  ;  there  lived  the  Cliff  Dwel- 
ler, there  sweeps  the  arch  of  magnificent 
Rainbow,  monarch  of  natural  bridges. 
There  too,  are  silences  no  man  has  en- 
tered. See  Utah's  arts  of  both  Nature 
and  man.  Stand  before  that  masterpiece 
of  architecture,  the  Temple  in  Salt  Lake 
City.  Enter  the  Tabernacle  whose  marvel 
is  that  it  loses  not  even  the  slightest  sound, 
yet  cradles  the  thunder  of  a  mighty 
organ.  See  all  of  Salt  Lake  City,  the  city 
that  is  like  no  other  on  earth.  Utah's  own 
tradition  blooms  in  her  state  flower,  the 
Sego  Lily,  for  the  sego  thrives  iu  poor — 
seeming  soil,  and  its  roots  were  as  manna 
to  those  who  hungered.  Before  the  state 
that  has  written  this  tradition  so  bravely 
and  well,  General  Motors  stands  now  at 
salute — To  Utah  !

Attendance  Records. 


Salt  Lake  has  the  lowest  percentage  of 
illiterate  persons  of  any  city  in  the  United 
States,  and  Utah  ranks  second  among  all 
the  states  in  school  attendance. 

Declaring  that  the  national  rankings  of 
all  the  cities  and  states,  made  up  follow- 
ing the  1930  census,  Mrs.  Cora  Wilson 
Stewart,  chairman  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  President  Hoover's  commission 
on  illiteracy,  revealed  the  figures  relative 
to  this  state  in  Salt  Lake  Monday  "be- 
cause they  are  so  flattering."  she  added. 
The  figures  had  not  been  released  by  the 
census  bureau. 

Mrs  Stewart  attributed  Utah's  high 
standing  to  its  excellent  school  system  and 
the  fact  that  most  of  its  original  settlers 
were  persons  with  some  education  them- 
selves and  a  high  regard  for  educational 
institutions — revealed  by  one  of  the  first 
acts  of  the  pioneers  of  1847  when  they 
established  lower  schools  and  a  university. 
— Deseret  News,  Oct  1931.

THE    LORD    HATH    SPOKEN

NUMBER  FIVE 


Hear,  O  heavens,  and  give  ear,  0  earth:  for  the  Lord  hath  spoken. 
(Isaiah   1:2.) 

The  Restoration  of  Divine  Authority  to  Earth 

God  having  revealed  himself  and  his  Son  Jesus  Christ 
to  the  young  prophet  of  the  new-opening  dispensation  of 
these  last  days;  and  having  broadened  that  foundation  of 
faith  in  God  and  Jesus  Christ  by  revelation  of  a  New  Vol- 
ume of  scripture, — the  Book  of  Mormon,  set  forth  in  Num- 
ber Four  of  this  series  (which  see) — the  next  step  in  the 
unfolding  work  of  God  was  to  restore  to  men  Divine  Au- 
thority. This  is  the  holy  priesthood,  meaning  power  or 
authority  which  God  bestows  upon  men,  by  which  they  act 
in  God's  stead,  in  his  name — which  signifies  by  his  author- 
ity or  power.  It  is  by  this  authority  that  mem  become  the 
agents  or  representatives  of  God. 

As  my  Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so  I  send  you,  said 
the  Christ  to  the  Apostles.  Whosoever  sins  ye  remit  they 
are  remitted  unto  them,  and  whosoever  sins  ye  retain,  they 
are  retained.  (St.  John  20:21,  23.)  Again:  Ye  have  not 
chosen  me,  but  I  have  chosen  you,  and  ordained  you,  that 
ye  should  go  and  bring  forth  fruit.  (St.  John  15:16.)  This 
is  the  power  that  Paul  said  no  man  should  take  unto  him- 
self, except  he  is  "called  of  God,  as  was  Aaron";  as  even  "the 
Christ  glorified  not  himself  to  be  made  an  high  priest,  but 
he  (God)  that  said  unto  him,  Thou  art  my  son,  today  have 
I  begotten  thee."  (Heb.  5:2-5.)  That  is  to  say,  God  called 
even  him.    And  hence  the  general  principle  that  every  priest, 


or  man  who  ministers  for  men  in  things  pertaining  to  God, 
must  be  called  and  ordained  of  God  unto  that  work.    (Heb.  5:1.) 

It  became  necessary,  therefore,  in  the  New  Dispensation 
in  which  "God  hath  spoken,"  in  these  last  days,  that  this 
divine  authority  should  be  given  again  to  men,  if  they  are 
to  minister  among  men  in  things  pertaining  to  God;  if 
they  are  to  effectually  preach  the  gospel,  baptize  repentant 
sinners,  bestow  the  Holy  Ghost,  administer  the  holy  sacra- 
ment of  the  Lord's  supper,  organize  the  Church  of  Christ, 
send  forth  the  gospel  to  all  nations,  and  call  men  to  re- 
pentance, and  to  the  worship  of  the  true  God,  "who  made 
heaven  and  earth,  and  the  sea,  and  fountains  of  waters." 
(Revelation  14:6-7.)  Men  who  are  going  to  do  these  things 
will  require  divine  authority,  and  divine  appointment  to 
to  do  them  effectually. 

The  Restoration  of  the  Aaronic  Priesthood 

And  this  divine  authority  was  given,  and  the  solemn 
appointment  came  in  the  new  dispensation  in  which  God  is 
speaking,  under  the  following  circumstances: 

There  arose  a  difference  of  view  between  Joseph  Smith 
and  Oliver  Cowdery, — the  latter  having  come  into  the  work 
to  assist  in  bringing  forth  the  Book  of  Mormon — on  the 
subject  of  baptism;  whereupon  they  decided  to  ask  God  for 
guidance  in  the  matter  and  repaired  to  a  grove  adjacent  to 
their  place  of  lodging,  for  prayer.  Here  they  were  visited 
by  an  angel  from  heaven  who  announced  himself  to  be  John 
the  Baptist,  and  said  that  he  acted  under  the  direction  of 
the  ancient  apostles,  Peter,  James  and  John.  Having  made 
this  explanation  he  laid  his  hands  upon  the  heads  of  these 
two  men  and  said  unto  them: 

Upon  you,  my  fellow  servants,  in  the  name  of  Messiah,  I  con-  . 
fer  the  Priesthood  of  Aaron,  which  holds  the  keys  of  the  ministering 
of  angels,  and  of  the  gospel  of  repentance,  and  of  baptism  by  immer- 
sion for  the  remission  of  sins;  and  this  shall  never  be  taken  again 
from  the  earth,  until  the  sons  of  Levi  do  offer  again  an  offering  unto 
the  Lord  in  righteousness.     (Doctrine  and  Covenants,  Section  13.) 


This  angel  gave  the  further  explanation  that  the  three 
ancient  apostles  under  whose  direction  >he  acted,  held  the 
keys  of  a  higher  priesthood,,  than  that  which  he  had  con- 
ferred upon  them,  viz.,  the  Melchizedek  priesthood,  and 
that  this  at  some  future  time  would  be  conferred  upon  them. 
They  had  now,  however,  received  the  priesthood  of  the 
"preparatory  gospel,"  with  authority  to  preach  repentance 
and  to  baptize  for  the  remission  of  sins.  They  were  there- 
fore commanded  by  the  angel  each  to  baptize  the  other, 
which  they  did  in  the  river  adjacent,  and  thus  became  the 
first  persons  in  the  new  dispensation  to  receive  baptism  by 
divine  authority.  "I  shall  not  attempt,"  "/wrote'  Oliver 
Cowdery  afterwards  of  this  event,  "to  paint  .  .  .  the  feel- 
ings of  this  heart,  nor  the  majestic  beauty  and  glory  which 
surrounded  us  on  this  occasion;  but  you  will  believe  me  when 
I  say  that  earth  nor  men,  with  the  eloquence  of  time,  can- 
riot  begin  to  clothe  language  in  as  interesting  and  sublime 
a  manner  as  this  holy  personage.  No;  nor  has  this  earth 
power  to  give  the  joy,  to  bestow  the  peace,  or  comprehend 
the  wisdom  which  was  contained  in  each  sentence  as  it 
was  delivered  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit."  (History 
of  the  Church,  Vol.  1,  page  43,  footnote.)  It  'was  on  the 
15th  of  May,  1829,  when  the  above  event  took  place. 

Restoration  of  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood 

Not  long  after  the  above  event  occurred,  the  other  prom- 
ised event  took  place  also,  viz.,  Peter,  James  and  John — 
Apostles  under  the  hands  of  the  Christ — came  to  Joseph 
Smith  and  to  Oliver  Cowdery  and  by  the  holy  ordinance 
of  the  laying  on  of  hands,  ordained  them  to  the  Melchizedek 
priesthood,  which  is  the  priesthood  after  the  order  of  the 
Son  of  God.  They  were  made  apostles  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  by  these  men  who  held  that  holy  calling  and  priest- 
hood under  the  hand  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  and  unto 
one  of  whom  the  Lord  Jesus  had  said:  "I  will  give  unto  thee 
the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven;  and  whatsoever  thou 


ahalt  bind  on  earth  shall  be  bound  in  heaven;  and  whatso- 
ever thou  shalt  loose  on  earth,  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven" 
(Matt.  16:18,  19).  By  these  personages  and  by  this  au- 
thority, these  men  of  the  new  dispensation  were  made 
apostles  and  special  witnesses  of  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ 
in  all  the  world;  and  unto  them  God  committed  the  keys 
of  his  kingdom,  "and  a  dispensation  of  the  gospel  for  the 
last  time;  and  for  the  fulness  of  times."  (Doctrine  and 
Covenants,  Section  27:13.) 

By  this  divine  power  these  men  would  act  in  the  future. 
With  apostolic  authority  they  would  henceforth  proclaim 
the  gospel.  They,  and  those  receiving  authority  through 
them  will  say  now,  in  this  day — "Hear,  0  heavens!  And 
give  ear,  O  Earth!  For  the  Lord  hath  spoken!"  By  ,that 
authority  they  will  lay  hands  on  men  that  they  may  receive 
the  Holy  Ghost — be  born  of  God.  By  it  and  by  the  laying 
on  of  the  hands,  they  will  also  confer  the  same  authority 
they  hold  upon  other  men,  until  many — even  thousands- 
shall  bear  that  priesthood  in  the  earth.  By  that  divine 
authority  they  will  organize  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  on 
the  earth,  with  all  its  officers,  gifts,  spiritual  powers,  privi- 
leges,  and  blessings. 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  Organized 

This,  indeed,  these  men,  Joseph  Smith  and  Oliver  Cow- 
dery,  proceeded  to  do.  By  the  sixth  of  April,  1830,  a  num- 
ber of  brethren  had  become  interested  in  the  work — the 
coming  forth  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  and  the  developing 
New  Dispensation  of  the  Gospel;  a  number  of  them  had 
been  baptized  for  the  remission  of  their  sins,  and  these, 
with  the  first  two,  Joseph  Smith  and  Oliver  Cowdery,  who 
by  revelation  had  been  designated  as  the  first  and  second 
Elder,  respectively,  of  the  forthcoming  Church  of  Christ, 
met  together  on  the  aforesaid  sixth  day  of  April,  1830,  and 
effected  its  organization  in  the  township  of  Fayette,  Seneca 
county,  in  the  state  of  New  York. 


By  revelation  the  manner  in  which  the  organization 
was  to  be  effected  was  given ;  also  an  outline  in  the  fundamen- 
tals of  doctrine  was  proclaimed;  ordinances  for  baptism 
and  confirmation  by  the  laying  on  of  hands,  were  estab- 
lished; the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  instituted, 
and  the  prayer  of  consecration  given;  officers  were  insti- 
tuted and  their  respective  duties  designated;  an  outline  of 
discipline  was  given;  the  duties  of  members  were  desig- 
nated; and  a  system  of  regular  conferences  for  branches 
of  the  church  was  provided,  to  stabilize  the  new  church 
government  (see  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  Section  20). 

The  Two  Great  Duties  of  the  Church 

It  must  not  be  supposed  that  then  was  accomplished  the 
full  organization  of  the  church  as  later  and  now  known. 
No;  but  a  commencement  in  all  the  respects  named  above 
was  effected;  and  it  was  left  for  a  developing  process  to 
add  line  upon  line,  and  precept  upon  precept,  until  the 
more  perfect  fabric  should  be  constructed.  Meantime  what 
was  there  founded  on  the  6th  day  of  April,  1830,  was  given 
of  God,  and  would  in  time  be  perfected,  and  has  been  so  far 
perfected,  that  at  the  present  time  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  (commonly  known  as  the  Mor- 
mon Church)  consists  of  that  same  organization  of  officers 
— prophets,  apostles,  high  priests,  seventies,  elders,  priests, 
teachers,  deacons,  evangelists,  and  pastors;  with  the  same 
doctrines,  ordinances,  sacraments,  spiritual  gifts,  privileges 
and  powers,  known  to  the  church  whose  outlines  may  be 
traced  in  the  New  Testament  scriptures.  With  this  church 
is  deposited  every  revealed  truth  that  is  necessary  to  be 
believed;  every  principle  and  ordinance  necessary  to  salva- 
tion; every  sacrament  necessary  to  obtain  and  perpetuate 
spiritual  life;  all  divine  authority  and  commission  to  preach 
the  gospel  and  administer  salvation  to  the  world — all  this 
is  with  her.  Also  with  her  is  continuous  and  ever-present 
revelation,  by  which  she — the  Lamb's  Bride,  the  Church  of 


the  living  God — will  be  guided  by  her  spouse,  Christ,  the 
Lord.  With  her  are  the  high  duties  of  making  proclama- 
tion of  the  truth  of  the  gospel  to  every  nation,  and' kindred, 
and  tongue,  and  people  in  the  whole  earth;  and  then  of  per- 
fecting the  lives  of  those  who  accept  her  truth.  To  do  these 
two  great  things  is  the  duty  of  the  church  of  God,  as  founded 
in  the  earth  in  these  last  days. 

The  Sum  of  Things  God  Has  Revealed  in  the  Word 
He  Has  Spoken 

Meantime  great  and  wonderful  are  the  things  God  has 
revealed  in  the  word  he  hath  spoken  in  this  new  dispensa- 
tion. In  it  he  has  made  known  in  greater  clearness  than  ever 
before,  the  true  relationship  between  God  and  man.  He 
has  made  it  clearer  that  men  are  the  sons  of  God.  That  the 
spirits  of  men  had  an  existence  before  they  tabernacled 
here  in  this  earth  life.  That  in  that  pre-existence  they  were 
begotten  spirits,  the  sons  of  God.  Also  in  the  new  dis- 
pensation God  has  more  clearly  than  ever  before  revealed 
the  purposes  of  the  earth-life  of  man;  and  his  future  possi- 
bilities. God  has  made  known  in  more  positive  terms  the 
WHENCE,  the  WHY  of  human  existence,  and  the  WHITH- 
ER-TREND  of  life  and  of  things.  In  the  new  dispensation 
God  has  made  more  fully  known  the  relationships  and  des- 
tinies of  nations,  of  the  end  of  them,  and  of  the  higher 
order  of  individual  and  national  life  that  shall  be.  Also  he 
has  made  known  the  Christ's  intention  to  visit  his  creations, 
and  has  revealed  the  immortality  and  glory  that  shall  reign 
in  them  when  they  shall  be  redeemed  and  made  celestial 
kingdoms;  and  more  especially  has  God  revealed  his  pur- 
poses in  respect  of  our  own  earth,  when  it  shall  be  redeemed 
and  receive  its  paradisaical  glory.  And  all  this  comes  out 
of  that  which  God  hath  spoken  in  the  last  days.  The  revela- 
tions of  God  containing  these  great  things,  this  light  and 
intelligence  pertaining  to  such  high  things,  and  of  so  large 
a  volume  of  them,  he  has  revealed  to  his  church  through  the 


head  of  that  church,  and  they  are  contained  in  volumes  of 
revelations — in  the  Book  of  Mormon,  and  more  especially 
in  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  and  in  the  Pearl  of  Great 
Price— revelations  brought  forth  by  Joseph  Smith  in  this 
day  when  God  has  spoken.  And  now  listen,  0  Reader,  to 
what  God  directly  says  to  you  in  that  word  which  he  is  send- 
ing forth  to  the  world,  and  which  I  am  trying  to  proclaim 
to  you. 

God's  Direct  Word  to  the  Reader 

The  voice  of  the  Lord  is  unto  all  men,  and  there  is  none  to  escape, 
and  there  is  no  eye  that  shall  not  see,  neither  ear  that  shall  not  hear, 
neither  heart  that  shall  not  be  penetrated.  .  .  .  And  the  voice  of 
warning  shall  be  unto  all  people,  by  the  mouths  of  my  disciples, 
whom  I  have  chosen  in  these  last  days.  And  they  shall  go  forth  and 
none  shall  stay  them,  for  I  the  Lord  have  commanded  them. 

And  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  that  they  who  go  forth,  bearing 
these  tidings  unto  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth,  to  them  is  power 
given  to  seal  both  on  earth  and  in  heaven,  the  unbelieving  and  re- 
bellious  Wherefore  the  voice  of  the  Lord  is  unto  the  ends 

of  the  earth,  and  all  that  will  hear  may  hear:  Prepare  ye,  prepare 
ye  for  that  which  is  to  come,  for  the  Lord  is  nigh:  And  the' anger  of 
the  Lord  is  kindled,  and  his  sword  is  bathed  in  heaven,  and  it  shall 
fall  upon  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth:  And  the  arm  of  the  Lord  shall 
be  revealed;  and  the  day  cometh  that  they  who  will  not  hear  the  voice 
of  the  Lord,  neither  the  voice  of  his  servants,  neither  give  heed  to  the 
words  of  the  prophets  and  apostles,  shall  be  cut  off  from  among  the 
people.  & 

For  they  have  strayed  from  mine  ordinances,  and  have  broken 
mine  everlasting  covenant:]  theyl  seek  not  the  Lord  to  establish  his  right- 
eousness, but  every  man  walketh  in  his  own  way,  and  after  the  image  of 
his  own  God,  whose  image  is  in  the  likeness  of  the  world,  and  whose 
substance  is  that  of  an  idol,  which  waxeth  old  and  shall  perish  in  Babylon 
even  Babylon  the  great,  which  shall  fall.  ' 

Wherefore  I,  the  Lord,  knowing  the  calamity  which  should  come 
upon  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth,  called  upon  my  servant  Joseph 
bmith,  jun.,  and  spake  unto  him  from  heaven,  and  gave  him  com- 
mandments; and  also  gave  commandments  to  others,  that  they  should 
?ri«iiajm  i  ?sie  thmgs  unt0  the  world;  and  all  this  that  it  might  be 
fulfilled,  which  was  written  by  the  prophets;  the  weak  things  of  the 
world  shall  come  forth  and  break  down  the  mighty  and  strong  ones 


that  man  should  not  counsel  his  fellow  man,  neither  trust  in  the  arm 
of  flesh.  But  that  every  man  might  speak  in  the  name  of  God  the 
Lord,  even  the  Savior  of  the  world;  that  faith  also  might  increase  in 
the  earth;  that  mine  everlasting  covenant  might  be  established; 
that  the  fulness  of  my  gospel  might  be  proclaimed  by  the  weak  and 
the  simple  unto  the  ends  of  the  world,  and  before  kings  and  rulers.  .  . 

And  also  those  to  whom  these  commandments  were  given,  might 
have  power  to  lay  the  foundation  of  this  church,  and  to  bring  it  forth 
out  of  obscurity  and  out  of  darkness,  the  only  true  and  living  church 
upon  the  face  of  the  whole  earth,  with  which  I,  the  Lord,  am  well  pleased, 
speaking  unto  the  church  collectively  and  not  individually.  For  I 
the  Lord  cannot  look  upon  sin  with  the  least  degree  of  allowance;  never- 
theless, he  that  repents  and  does  the  commandments  of  the  Lord 
shall  be  forgiven;  and  he  that  repents  not,  from  him  shall  be  taken 
even  the  light  which  he  has  received,  for  my  Spirit  shall  not  always 
strive  with  man,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts. 

And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  O  inhabitants  of  the  earth, 
/  the  Lord  am  willing  to  make  these  things  known  unto  all  flesh.  For  I 
am  no  respecter  of  persons,  and  will  that  all  men  shall  know  that  the 
day  speedily  cometh;  the  hour  is  not  yet,  but  is  nigh  at  hand,  when 
peace  shall  be  taken  from  the  earth,  and  the  devil  shall  have  power  over 
his  own  dominion;  and  also  the  Lord  shall  have  power  over  his  saints, 
and  shall  reign  in  their  midst,  and  shall  come  down  in  judgment  upon 
Idumea,  or  the  world 

What  I  the  Lord  have  spoken,  I  have  spoken,  and  I  excuse  not 
myself;  and  though  the  heavens  and  the  earth  pass  away,  my  word 
shall  not  pass  away,  but  shall  be  fulfilled,  whether  by  mine  own  voice 
or  by  the  voice  of  my  servants,  it  is  the  same:  For  behold,  and  lo,  the 
Lord  is  God,  and  the  Spirit  beareth  record,  and  the  record  is  true, 
and  the  truth  abideth  forever  and  ever.  Amen.  (Doctrine  and 
Covenants,  Section  1.) 

This  message  of  God  was  given  to  his  servants  in  the 
closing  months  of  1831.  Behold,  in  very  recent  years,  how 
the  prophetic  parts  of  it  have  been,  and  are  now  being  ful- 
filled in  the  conditions  obtaining  in  the  world! 

Hear,  O  heavens,  and  give  ear,  O  earth!  For  the  Lord  hath 
spoken! 

And  it  is  for  men  to  listen  and  heed,  and  obey,  when 
God    speaks.

in  the  mission  field  I  began  to  appreciate 
what  it  meant.  And  when  I  saw  the  faith 
of  those  Dutch  saints  I  learned  to  love 
them  like  I  loved  my  very  own,  and  faith 
in  me,  began  to  develop.  I  remembered 
how,  upon  the  streets  of  Hamburg,  the 
one  man  in  a  million,  whom  we  wanted  to 
meet  came  right  along  the  street  and  met 
us;  I  remembered  that  when  I  did  not 
have  sense  enough  to  get  off  the  train  my- 
self the  Lord  actually  put  me  off  it  and 
put  me  on  to  the  right  train  ;  and  what  an 
experience  it  was  really  to  feel  and  know 
that  God  did  live  and  that  Jesus  was  the 


Christ.   And    I  returned  home  loving  those 
folks, 

I  settled  down  at  home,  had  a  wife  and 
three  kiddies.  One  day  the  president 
called  me  to  Salt  Lake — I  was  living  in 
Farmington  at  the  time — and  said,  "My 
brother,  we  think  it  is  about  time  one  of 
your  father's  sons  was  in  the  mission  field. 
How  do  you  feel  about  it?" 

I  said,  "Whatever  you  think  about  my 
father's  sons  they  will  do." 

"Well,"  he  said,  "We  would  like  to 
have  you  go  down  to  South  Africa." 

' '  South  Africa  !  All  right ,  if  you  say 
South  Africa,  that  is  all  right  with  me." 

He  said,  "Talk  it  over  with  your  wife 
and  with  your  mother,  and  see  what  they 
have  to  say." 

And  so  I  called  up  my  wife  and  told 
her,  and  she  began  to  cry,  and  said,  "Oh, 
that  horrid  black  place!" 

When  1  got  home  to  mother  and  told 
her  what  was  wanted,  she  sank  down  on 
the  floor,  and  sat  there  for  a  few  minutes 
crying,  finally  looked  up  and  said:  "But, 
son,  you  are  going!" 

"Why,  of  course  I  am  going,  mother. 
I  could  not  think  of  doing  anything  else. 
If  the  Lord  says  South  Africa,  there  is 
nothing  left  for  any  one  else  to  say  ;  I  will 
go . "  .  . 

And  m  fifteen  days,  although  our  babe 
was  sick,  we  packed  up  and  left  Salt  Lake 
City  for  South  Africa.  We  travelled 
across  the  continent  and  took  ship  at 
Montreal.  When  we  got  to  Montreal, 
there  was  a  letter  for  me  from  one  of  the 
apostles.  I  opened  and  read  it,  and  in 
that  letter  he  said  :  "The  winds  and  the 
waves  will  be  controlled  in  your  inter- 
ests." And  I  wondered  if  he  really  knew 
what  he  was  saying.  September,  and  in 
the  winter  time  the  North  Atlantic  waves 
roll  high.  I  wondered  whether  the  winds 
would  be  controlled  in  our  interests  or 
not.  And  lo,  and  behold,  all  the  way 
over  we  did  not  see  waves  more  than  four 
or  five  feet  high,  and  from  England  south, 
during  the  three  weeks  we  spent  upon  the 
sea,  we  did  not  even  see  white  caps,  the 
ocean  was  as  smooth  as  glass.  The  waves 
and  the  winds  had,  indeed,  been  control- 
led in  our  interests. 
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Shortly  after  we  arrived,  the  govern- 
ment of  South  Africa  refused  to  let  any 
more  "Mormon"  missionaries  land  in  that 
country.  Two  came  just  a  couple  or  three 
weeks  after  we  arrived  there,  but  they 
were   deported — sent  back  to   England. 

A  few  Weeks  later  five  others  arrived. 
They  also  were  deported — sent  back  to 
England.  Another  young  fellow  by  the 
name  of  Franklin  D.  Price,  who  was  sent 
out  travelling  alone,  decided  that  instead 
of  going  down  the  west  coast  of  Africa  and 
landing  at  Capetown,  he  would  take  the 
boat  that  went  through  the  Mediterranean 
sea.  passed  GibraJtar,  down  past  Egypt 
through  the  Red  Sea,  and  down  the  east 
coast  of  Africa,  and  landed  at  a  Portu- 
guese port  called  Lourenco  Marques.  From 
there  they  would  take  the  train  to  go  into 
the  Union  of  South  Africa,  where  it  was 
required  that  every  one  landing  should 
have  twenty  pounds  sterling  upon  his  per- 
son. 

But  the  trip  took  six  weeks  instead  of 
three,  and  by  the  time  Elder  Price  had 
reached  an  up-country  port,  his  money 
was  all  gone,  and  he  wired  ahead  from 
Beira  that  he  must  have  money,  and  to 
wire  it  to  him  at  Lourenco  Marques.  So 
I  wired  the  money  to  him  in  care  of  the 
steamer.  But  the  purser  did  not  receive 
the  message  and  had  nothing  for  him,  and 
he  was  rather  upset  and  worried.  He  de- 
cided that  he  would  go  into  the  city  and 
see  whether  there  was  any  word  for  him 
at  the  telegraph  office,  and  as  he  was 
walking  down  the  gang-plank  off  that 
steamer,  he  saw  a  folded  paper  laying  at 
the  foot  of  the  gang-plank.  He  picked  it 
up  and  put  into  his  pocket,  and  went  on 
-over  to  the  telegraph  office.  When  he 
arrived  there  he  learned  that  they  had 
nothing  for  him.  Then  he  was  discour- 
aged and  hardly  knew  what  to  do,  but  de- 
cided he  would  get  on  the  train  and  take 
his  chances,  and  that  he  did. 

When  the  train  neared  the  South  Afri- 
can frontier,  the  immigration  officers 
came  along  questioning  everyone.  They 
come  to  him  and  he  answered  all  the  ques- 
tions. And  the  man  said,  "and  your 
money?"  Elder  Price's  fingers  dropped 
into  his  vest  pocket,  trying  to  think  what 


to  say.  He  felt  that  piece  of  paper,  pul- 
led it  out  and  unrolled  it,  and  it  was  an 
endorsed  cheque  with  the  government 
revenue  stamp  on  it  for  nineteen  pounds 
and  some  shillings.  Twenty  pounds  was 
the  amount  required.  The  man  took  it, 
turned  it  over,  and  handed  it  back  and 
said,  "That  is  all  right,"  and  permitted 
him  to  enter. 

An  hour  later,  when  he  met  us  in  Jo 
hannesburg,  how  he  wept,  like  his  heart 
would  break  ;  he  felt  that  the  Lord  had 
indeed  opened  the  way  for  him  to  come 
into  that  country.  We  all  looked  at  the 
check  and  he  put  it  into  his  trunk  to  show- 
to  some  of  the  other  Elders  who  were 
coming  up  a  day  or  so  later  ;  and  when 
they  came  he  went  to  his  trunk,  and  al- 
though he  had  it  locked,  when  he  opened 
it  that  check  was  gone,  and  he  never  did 
see  it  again.  A  peculiar  thing  !  "It  might 
have  happened,  but  I  believe  as  did  he 
that  the  Lord  opened  the  way  for  him, 
and  after  the  check  had  done  its  work  the 
Lord  took  it  away  again. 

Before  I  went  to  Holland  on  my  mis- 
sion, my  mother  took  me  down  to  Patri- 
arch John  Smith  to  get  a  patriarchal  bles- 
sing, and  I  want  to  read  just  a  little  bit 
of  that  before  I  tell  you  what  I  am  going 
to  tell  you  next. 

"A  decree  did  go  forth  at  an  early  day 
that  you  did  have  a  mission  to  fill,  a  work 
to  do,  in  which  you  should  see  many 
changes  among  the  people,  and  witness 
distress  among  the  wicked,  and  also  be- 
hold the  arm  of  the  Lord  made  bare  in  be- 
half of  Israel,  and  His  name  glorified; 
for  in  thy  day  He  will  come  forth  from 
His  hiding  place  and  vex  the  nations." 

I  did  not  know  about  this  paragraph  in 
my  patriarchal  blessing  when,  once  upon 
a  former  occasion  I  told  this  story  here  in 
the  tabernacle.  When  I  read  this  bles- 
sing and  noted  how  the  partriarch  had 
pointed  out  the  way  I  marvelled  at  it.  In 
my  day  the  nations  were  to  be  vexed  and 
the  arm  of  the  Lord  was  to  be  made  bare 
in  behalf  of  Israel. 

It  was  during  the  "flu''  time  in  South 
Africa.  It  was  all  over  the  world,  in  fact, 
in  that  terrible  October  of  1918.  The  war 
had    been   raging-,    the    nations   had    been 
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vexed,  there  had  been  pestilence  and 
famine  and  earthquakes  over  (lie  face  of 
the  earth-  distress  was  everywhere.  Til 
that  terrible  October  of  1918  death  and 
desolation  stalked  the  earth.  My  mother 
wrote  lo  me  and  told  me  that  nearly  one 
hundred  people  had  died  here  in  the  city 
during  October,  and  in  return  I  wrote  and 
told  her  what  had  happened  there.  When 
the  "fin"  struck  Capetown  the  first  day 
they  began  to  die  in  dozens.  At  the  end 
of  the  first  week  five  thousand  people  had 
died  in  that  one  city  alone,  a  city  the  size 
of  Salt  Lake  City.  The  coffins  were  all 
used  n]i,  the  trains  stopped  running,  the 
street  cars  stopped  running,  the  stores 
closed,  even  the  drug  stores,  and  we  could 
not  get  medicines.  They  were  laying  peo- 
ple in  trenches,  aye  forty  and  fifty.  Wrap- 
ped in  cloth  they  were  laid  on  motor 
trucks,  hauled  out  to  the  cemeteries  and 
laid  in  trenches  and  covered  up  without 
any  caskets. 

I  saw  children  dragging  their  parents' 
caskets  along  the  street.  I  saw  men  with 
bodies  thrown  over  their  shoulders,  carry- 
ing them  off  to  lay  them  away.  We  took 
some  of  our  friends  away  in  bread  wagons  ; 
everything  that  we  could  possibly  use  in 
that  way  was  drafted  into  service.  People 
were  dying  everywhere,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  second  week  10,000  people  died  in  the 
city  alone.  The  saints  came  down  with 
that  dread  disease — fifty-seven  Latter-day 
Saints  in  the  city  of  Capetown  had  the 
disease,  half  of  them  spitting  blood,  and 
that  was  the  sign  of  the  end.  I  remember 
it  invaded  the  mission  house — five  of  the 
missionaries  were  down.  One  of  them  is 
now  bishop  of  the  Thirty-fourth  ward.  I 
remember  Aaron  U.  Merrill  of  Cache 
valley  and  I  were  the  only  two  left  upon 
our  feet.  How  remarkable  that  two 
"Mormon"  missionaries  should  have  been 
left  upon  their  feet !  And  I  said  to  Elder 
Merrill,  "Are  you  prepared  to  go  with 
me  through  the  city  blessing  the  people?" 
He  said,  "I  will  go  as  far  as  I  can."  And 
so  we  set  out. 

It  did  not  do  any  good  to  knock  on  the 
door  and  Avait  for  an  answer,  for  in  some 
homes  they  found  eight  people  dead,  ly- 
ing  around   on   the   floor,      some      having 


crawled   aldtig  the   passageway  to  get   to 
the  kitchen  to  get  a  drink  to  quench  then 

t  hi ist,  and  they  had  died  there.  Other- 
had  died  in  the  kitchen,  others  in  bed, 
some  had  crawled  out  the  back  of  the 
house  an  died — so  terrible  was  the  plague 
The  fiist  door  we  came,  to  was  that  of  a 
"Mormon"  girl  who  had  married  a  non- 
"Mormon."  He  "had  promised  her  sin 
could  go  to  Church  and  do  anything  sh< 
liked  if  she  would  only  marry  him.  After 
they  were  married  he  told  her  she  could 
not  go  to  those  accursed  "Mormons"  any 
more.  When  we  opened  the  door  and 
walked  into  their  house,  he  was  standing 
at  the  foot  of  the  bed,  looking  out  of 
glazed  eyes.  When  he  seemed  to  reCog 
nize  us,  he  said,  "Get  out.  of  here!"  I 
walked  up  and  took  held  of  his  arm,  and 
saw  his  wife  upon  the  bed,  too  weak  to 
speak.  Just  then  a  neighbour  came  in,  and 
said,  "It  is  all  right,  gentlemen,  the  doc- 
tor Hist  left  here  a  half  an  hour  ago,  and 
he  says  they  will  be  dead  in  another  hour. 
You  may  go  on  your  way."  Go  on  our 
way  and  leave  a  Latter-day  Saint  to  lie 
there  and  die  alone  ?  We  anointed  her 
with  oil  and  sealed  the  anointing,  and  lo 
and  behold  the  Lord  raised  her  uj>  :  but 
the  man  he  took. 

And  we  went  from  door  "to  door  that 
day,  and  of  the  fiftv-seven  who  had  been 
smitten  with  that  disease,  every  Latter- 
day  Saint  was  healed.     Not  one  died. 

Now,  when  I  read  this  patriarchal  bles- 
sing, telling  me  that  I  was  to  see  the  arm 
of  the  Lord  made  bare  in  behalf  of  Israel, 
really  and  truly  I  see  a  fulfillment  in  that 
wonderful  situation  in  the  city  of  Cape- 
town, on  the  southern  tip  of  Africa,  for 
the  Lord  did  hear  and  acknowledge  every 
administration,  healed  every  one  of  them 
and  raised  them  up,  and  they  glorified 
His  name  and  knew  that  He  and  He  alone 
had  saved  their  lives  :  and  it  was  seared  in 
upon  my  soul  to  such  an  extent  that  to  be 
a  skeptic  was  impossible.  I  cannot  doubt 
that  God  lives.  I  cannot  doubt  that  Jesus 
is  the  Christ. 

Upon  one  occasion  our  babe  fell  at  its 
mother's  feet.  She  picked  him  up,  and 
screamed,  and  I  rushed  to  her  side.  The 
boy  Avas  gone,   apparently.        We  felt   for 
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his  little  pulse,  but  there  wasn't  any 
pulse.  I  shook  him  and  twisted  him  and 
turned  him  around,  but  no  response — he 
was  dead.  I  laid  him  on  the  kitchen  table, 
and  my  wife  said,  "Bless  him,  daddy, 
bless  him!"  I  put  my  hands  upon  his 
head,  the  Lord  knowing  that  we  had  left 
everything  that  was  near  and  dear  to  us 
to  go  to  that  land  to  preach  the  Gospel. 
We  pleaded  for  the  life  of  our  little  one, 
we  wanted  to  take  our  children  back  home 
with  us.  And,  as  I  took  my  hands  off  his 
little  head,  he  ojoened  his  eyes  and  recog- 
nized his  mother.  Tell  me  that  God  does 
not  live  !     No  skepticism  here  ! 

When  I  returned  home  I  found  that  the 
Lord  was  here  as  well  as  there.  A  man 
who  was  a  minister  in  another  church  met 
our  missionaries  in  San  Francisco,  listened 
to  their  testimonies,  believed  them,  and 
accepted  the  Gospel.  He  moved  to  Salt 
Lake  City  to  live,  and  was  living  in  our 
ward,  the  Seventeenth.  Not  many  months 
ago  he  came  to  me  and  wanted  to  know  if 
I  would  administer  to  his  boy.  The  man 
had  married  a  "Mormon"  girl,  who  had 
not  been  taking  much  part  in  the  Church, 
and  so  they  had  raised  their  children, 
without  taking  much  part  in  Church 
activities  ;  and  this  man  had  got  out  of 
the  habit  of  going  to  Church  or  paying  his 
tithing  or  trying  to  live  the  Gospel — a 
good  man  withal. 

But  he  came  and  asked  if  I  would  ad- 
minister to  his  boy.  When  I  asked  what 
the  trouble  was,  he  said:  "He  is  all  twis- 
ted out  of  shape.  His  legs  are  bent  and 
his  arms  are  bent  and  his  powers  of  speech 
is  gone.  He  was  wrestling  three  weeks 
ago,  and  he  must  have  hurt  his  backbone ; 
he  is  all  out  of  shape.  We  have  had  the 
doctors  working  with  him,  we  have  had 
the  chiropractors  working  with  him,  and 
he  has  grown  constantly  worse,  and  to-day 
he  is  driving  us  wild.  Will  you  administer 
to  him  ?" 

So  I  went  to  the  home  of  that  man, 
feeling  that  the  Lord  would  not  bless  him, 
because  he  had  not  been  trying  to  do  his 
duty.  When  I  saw  that  boy  all  out  of 
shape,  my  heart  bled  for  him  and  I  asked 
the    father   to    anoint   him,    and    he   said, 


"Oh,  I  am  not  worthy  to  touch  him."  I 
anointed  him  myself  with  oil  and  sealed 
the  anointing,  and,  brothers  and  sisters, 
the  Lord  healed  him  right  there,  straigh- 
tened out  his  arms  and  his  legs  and  gave 
him  back  his  power  of  speech,  for  he  had 
been  unable  to  speak  for  three  weeks. 
How  different  the  Lord's  judgment  was 
from  mine.     It  is  not  my  place  to  judge. 

The  Lord  is  here  to-day  just  as  He  was 
here  two  thousand  years  ago  upon  the 
earth.  He  does  hear  and  answer  our 
prayers,  and  I  want  to  testify  to  you  that 
I  know  that  He  lives.  I  have  heard  it 
said  that  the  third  generation  would  see 
the  end  of  "Mormonism."  I  want  to 
testify  to  you  that  my  great-grand-father 
was  a  member  of  this  Church,  devoted 
the  declining  years  of  his  life  to  the  work 
of  the  ministry,  as  did  my  grandfather 
and  my  father  ;  and  now  I  hope  that  I  can 
profit  by  the  lessons  which  they  taught 
me.  I  hope  that  every  Latter-day  Saint 
can  appreciate  to  the  fullest  extent  what 
this  Gospel  of  ours  means,  that  if  we  will 
live  it  our  Heavenly  Father  will  bless  and 
prosper  us.  And  may  His  peace  be  with 
us  and  in  our  very  souls  is  my  prayer  in 
Jesus'  name.  Amen. — (Address  delivered 
in  the  Tabernacle,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah.)
